large farm and crop alone. Finally 
a large commission firm In the east 
agreed to supply her with seed and 
fertilizer .provided they could handle 
and sell her crop and deduct their 
amount of her Indebtedness to them 
from the first sales.

partially solved 
for the 


present, Mrs. Dinkins started In with 
determination to make 
her potato 


crop and her farm a success. On 
account ot a scarcity of funds the 
plucky woman started In and per- 
formed moist of the farm work her- 
self after absorbing considerable ad- 
vice and instruction from a neigh- 
bor. 


After a season of hard work and 


study ot the potato crop and its re- 
quirements. Mrs. Dinkins was fully 
rewarded with most encouraging re- 
sults. This was last year, or the 
season ot 1»15.

the total yield from the 60 acres Is 
not quite as large this year as It 
was last, (being about 3,000 barrels) 
yet her total receipts will be con- 
siderably better than last season on 
account of the higher market price 
for the potatoes. 


She will clear over and above all 


expenses, $8,000 or better. In addi- 
tion to this she has several hundred 
barrels of small potatoes, known as 
culte, which is readily disposed of 
for fall seed, but which do not com- 
mand a good price for table use. 


Mrs. DinMns corn crop is now a 


pretty picture. The stalks are from 
eight to ten feet high over the 60 
acres, all uniform and of the richest 
green color. 
She expects a much 


better corn crop this year than she 
had last. 


This remarkable farmer in now 


quite independent financially, having 
paid off her mortgage and all other 
indebtedness, but in spite of this 
fact she continues to do most of the 
work herself as she finds that her 
exacting ideas for the treatment of 
crops and soil are not thoroughly 
carried out if left to the farm hands. 


Almost without her knowledge she 


has gradually accumulated a herd of 
over ' SO fine cows, which she will 
sell oft, as she does not attempt to 
combine farming and cattlo raising. 
However, this Is where she profits 
largely from her annual corn crop, 
which she claims pays for all the 
farm help during the dull season and 
supplies ample forage for the herd 
ot cows as weir as the horses and 
mule* on the place.

Even if the yield were not cut, fod- 


der pulling would be expensive. It 
costs more to pull a ton of fodder 
than It does to cuf, cure and haul a 


ton of any of the hays that can be 
grown In the state. And even when 
the fodder Is harvested it is very 
low In feed value. It Is not as good 
as crabgrass hay, which Is compare- 
lively low.

United States Entomological labora- 
tory at Gainesville.

Wilson, in 


charge of the field station, says he 
is satisfied the Injury to the grass 
is due entirely to this chinch bug and 
he suggests remedies that are very 
simple 
Mr. Wilson says- 
"Minor 


experiments carried on last year in- 
dicate that the pest is very easily 
controlled 
through contact Insecti- 


cides 
These Include whale oil soap, 


common 
laundry 
soap, kerosene 


emulsion, tobacco mixture and others 
The simplest and cheapest to use Is 
the tobacco mixture called "Black- 
leaf forty," applied at the rate of one 
part blackleaf to 800 pans of water, 
dissolveng a small amount of soap 
In the mixture 
This can be ap 


plied with an ordinary garden sprink 
ling can and should be applied very 
freely 
It takes the chinch bug eggs 


about 11 days to hatch, so a second 
application made 10 or IS days after 
the first should absolutely check the 
pest 
Experiments during the past 


week at 
Tallahassee 
indicate that 


common laundry soap used at the 
rate of one pound to five gallons of 
water will as effectively control the 
chinch bug as the tobacco mixture 
and the soap could probably be more 
conveniently 
procured by the aver

MOUND PROTECTS PEACH 


TREES FROM BORERS 


The peach tree borer is, the grub 


of a moth that flies in August 
This 


moth lavs 
eggs on the 
trunks or 


limbs of 
peach 
trees 
The grub 


oatches and goes down the trunk 
to the surface of 
the ground and 


bores into the tree. It is evidently 
unable to , enter the dry bark and 
thus travels to the crown or near 
the crown before it finds a suitable 
place for entrance 


The best means of control for this 


pest is to prevent its entry into the 
irunk 
This can be done by build- 


ng a mound of earth 18 inches high 
around the trunk and by placing a 


specially prepared cone of paper 
around the tree above the mound.' 
According to 
J. R. Watson, ento-' 


mologist to the University of Flor- 
ida 
experiment 
station, the grub 


comes down the tree, striking th*> '--,-;'-^ 
cone and is diverted. It enters DM 
ground and never reaches the tree. 


The cones are patented and Manu- 


factured by the Scott Tree Protee-^ 
tor company of Baltimore, Md. Thej;.. 
fit tight around the tree at the HP-, 
per edge and flare at the bottom. 
They must be sealed tightly at the 
top to prevent the grubs from going 
inside. Different sizes are made.

The school board with the help of 


he department of agriculture has 
maintained an agent in this county 
for two years, and the results of each 
year have been so satisfactory the 
work is continued 


For an illustration: 
The school 


board last July appropriated $400 for 
the work, receiving a like amount 
from the extension department. One 
girl, a member of the tomato club, 
now has, fifteen hundred two-pound 
cans of tamotaoes canned in tin cans, 
sealed and labelled. 
Each can is 


worth ten cents at the grocer's. Tou 
will note that this yield, made on 
one-tenth of an acre, brings to that 
girl $150, and after deducting the es- 
timated expense of $50 for raising 
and canning, she has a net stun of 
$100. 
During the time she was rais 


ing the crop she went to school, and 
at the close of the year passed suc- 
cessfully to the next grade. 
There 


are 
nineteen 
other girls in the 


county 
who have 
worked just as 


bard1 as this one 
Estimating that 


each of the nineteen will make one 
half as much net as the one referred 
to above, the net yield including 
the 
$10000 
shown above 
will be 


$1,050 00. Remember that the county 
school board invested from the pub- 
lic funds $400, you will also note that 
this shows a net yield of $650 to the 
citizens of the county who pay Into 
the public treasury

MOUND PROTECTS PEACH 


TREES FROM BORERS 


The peach tree borer it, the grub 


of a moth that flies In August 
This 


moth lavs 
eggs on the 
trunks or 


limbs of 
peach 
trees 
The grub 


hatches and goes down the trunk 
to the surface of 
the ground and 


bores into the tree. It Is evidently 
unable to , enter the dry bark and 
thus travels to the crown or near 
the crown before it finds a suitable 
place for entrance 


The best means of control for this 


pest is to prevent its entry Into the 
trunk 
This can be done by build- 


Ing a mound of earth 18 inches high 
around the trunk and by placing a 


specially prepared cone of paper 
around the tree above the mound/ 
According to 
J. R. Watson, ento-' 


mologist to the University of ftg#- 
Ida 
experiment 
station, the grub 


comes down the tree, striking the 
cone and is diverted. It enters DM 
ground and never reaches the tree. 


The cones are patented and manu- 


factured by the Scott Tree Frctee* 
tor company of Baltimore, Hd. They;.., 
fit tight around the tree at the «p-, 
per edge and flare at the bottom. 
They must be sealed tightly at the 
top to prevent the grabs from going 
inside. Different sizes are made.

Our grandmothers and a good many 
ot their daughters used to think the 
kids had to have these things some 
time, that

come as taxes and funerals, and they 
might as well come now and be out 
vC the way. 
People 
sanitarily m 


telligent, knowing that such convic- 
tions are really foolish, that these in- 
fantile troubles 
are 
not necessary 


and that they should be warded off 
and fought against 


The same thing is true of typhoid 


fever, malaria and many other dis 
eases that come at any period of 
life, they don't have to he contracted 
and they may be avoided at the cost 
of Intelligent living and 
watchful- 


ness. 


This idea suggests 
the reason- 


able conclusion it is possible that 
diseases may be eventually banished 
from the community, the state or 
the country. 
It is no theory, for 


medical science has knowledge that 
certain diseases existed In the past, 
which probably have become extinct.

A physician ot wide reputation has
